WHICH COMPUTER? 


DYNACOMP distributes programs for all of the computers and systems listed on the facing page. 
However, not all programs run on all computers. To avoid confusion, we have chosen a consistent way 
of indicating which runs on what. This information accompanies the description of each program, and 
is also shown in the availability tables. 


Beneath the title of each program description is a simple caption having one of four forms: 
1. “X, Y and Z only” 
2. “available for all computers” 
3. “available for all computers except X, Y and 2” 


4. “CP/M only’ 


The meaning of the first form is self-evident. The second one means all of the computers listed 
under “COMPUTERS AND REQUIREMENTS” and “SPECIAL FORMATS”. The third form means all 
of those computer except “X, Y, and Z”. The fourth notation (“CP/M only”) is a shorthand for the 
following: 


CP/M=Osborne, North Star CP/M, SuperBrain, NEC PC 8000 CP/M, KAYPRO il, 

MORROW DESIGNS, HEATH ZENITH Z-100, HEATH ZENITH H-89 8” 
CP/M, CROMEMCO, ALTOS, XEROX 820, IBM PC/PC Jr., SANYO (with MS DOS), 
PANASONIC, COMPAQ Z or BA, CANON AS-100, DEC RAINBOW 100 (with MS 
DOS), and other CP/M IBM 3740 systems. 


Unless otherwise noted, “CP/M only” also means that Microsoft BASIC is required. 
WHICH CP/M? 


DYNACOMP’s CP/M-Microsoft BASIC programs are compatible with CP/M 1.4, 2.2, and MP/M, and with 
Microsoft BASIC versions 4.51, 5.2 (or higher), and the BASIC-80 interpreter. No special printer or screen 
graphics capabilities are required unless specifically noted. 


SINGLE DENSITY/DOUBLE DENSITY 


DYNACOMP recommends that if your computer accepts both single and double density diskettes, you 
should order the software you want in the single-density format and later convert it to double density. If you 
want double density, add $3.00 to the diskette price shown in the program description. 


The exceptions to this recommendation are the North Star Advantage, Kaypro, and Osborne-1 double 
density model. The North Star Advantage will simply not read single-density disks. The Osborne-1 and 
Kaypro double-density systems do, but with perhaps 90% reliability. We strongly recommend that double- 
density disks be ordered for these machines. 


PACKAGE PRICES 


There are several groups of software packages which naturally form sets. Examples include the three Fourier 
analysis programs, the three regression programs, Volumes | and II of BASIC SCIENTIFIC SUBROUTINES, 
the NSSE library, and others. DYNACOMP offers each of these groups at a reduced package price. These

DISK/DISKETTE FORMAT 
CONVERSION SERVICE 


As you might imagine, DYNACOMP maintains quite a 
bit of software and hardware in support of its widely 
varied line of products. We therefore have the 
capability of converting files on disks and diskettes of 
one format to disks or diskettes of another. 


The 5%-inch diskettes which we can transfer files 
between are shown under the heading “DYNACOMP 
SPECIAL ORDER FORMATS" (see page 3). For example, 
we can move CP/M files from XEROX 820-II diskettes to 
Televideo 803 diskettes. 


We can also transfer (either way) between IBM MS- 
DOS and i1BM CP/M-86 format diskettes; between 5%- 
inch CP/M (and MS-DOS) and 8-inch CP/M disks ({BM 
3740 SSSD); and between CP/M (and MS-DOS) 
diskettes and Apple Z-80 CP/M or Apple DOS 3.3 
(ASCII files only) diskettes. 


The charges for this service are based on the conversion 
steps and the disk/diskette densities (the number of 
disks/diskettes) involved. 


These prices include the blank disks or diskettes 
needed to produce the new formats. 


More complicated conversions can be constructed from 
the above table. For example, conversion from 8-inch 
CP/M IBM 3740 format disks to Apple Z80 CP/M could 
be accomplished by 8-inch CP/M to 5%-inch MS-DOS 
SSDD conversion ($30.00), and from there to Apple 
Z80 CP/M ($35.00), for a total of $65.00 per 8-inch 
CP/M disk, plus $3.50 for shipping and handling. 


Turn-around time is usually less than one week. Be sure 
to very carefully specify the format of the disk or 
diskette you want converted, and the format you want it 
to be converted to.

This material is a great value for the price. For those who 
wish to experiment or just get a feel for what is available 
in the public domain, this is an excellent opportunity. 
The risk is low, and the chances of finding a useable (for 
you) piece of software is good. If nothing else, twenty 
dollars’ worth of public domain software can keep you 
busy for quite some time! 


WHAT IS 
PUBLIC DOMAIN SOFTWARE? 


Simply put, it is software which the author has released 
for free use by others, with no restrictions, and no 
licensing requirements. 


Companies cannot stay in business if they give away their 
product. Thus, 99.99% (probably more) of the software 
you find in the public domain is not written by a software 
company. 


The question, then, is, “Where does public domain 
software come from?” The answer, in most cases, is a 
hobbyist,someone who just has fun writing software. 


As for the quality of public domain software, ask yourself 
the following question: “Do you expect a hobbyist to 
write software for himself which is as good and as well 
documented as that prepared by a company whose very 
existence depends upon selling a product to a picky 
customer?” 


There is another clue as to the quality of public domain 
software: price. When you pay next-to-nothing for a 
public domain disk, what do you expect to get? 
WordStar? Lotus? Multiplan? 


Although there is some interesting software in the public 
domain disks, don’t expect commercial quality! 


DYNACOMP supplies public domain software as a 
service. However, we warn you that it is simply not as 
good as DYNACOMP’s commercial software. 


What else can we say to make sure you do not expect to 
get a $200.00 commercial program on a $3.95 public 
domain disk? 


in short, don’t get suckered in by ads in magazines and 
mail flyers which imply that you will get top quality 
software on disks costing $3 to $10. Public domain 
software is a good value for the price! 


Please keep that in mind.

DYNACOMP’s IBM and Microsoft BASIC programs are 
usually saved on the disk as tokenized code. That is, 
they are saved in a “language” that can be read by IBM 
BASIC (in the case of MSDOS) or MBASIC (release 4.51 
or 5.1, in the case of CP/M). This may be likened to a 
form of “shorthand” writing. It takes less disk space than 
saving the programs in “longhand”, and the programs 
load much, much faster. 


The problem is that not ali BASICs use the same 
shorthand. Even some of the very old versions of 
Microsoft BASIC (like those being sold with many 
Japanese computers—they must have gotten a good 
price on the ten-year-old software) use a different 
shorthand. The same is true with many of the BASICs 
supplied with IBM compatibles; they are not truly 
compatible with IBM BASIC tokenized code. 


However, 99% of the time this problem can be 
circumvented if you order special “ASCII” versions of 
the products you want. When you order “ASCII”, we 
convert the “shorthand” to “longhand” so that your 
BASIC will be able to load the programs without errors 
in interpreting the tokenized code. The service charge 
for this is $5.00 per disk. 


MS DOS COMPATIBILITIES 


Don’t be confused by MS DOS release numbers. If a 
program description says that MS DOS 1.1 is required, 
then the program will run under version 1.1 or any 
higher-numbered version (e.g., MS DOS 2.0, MS DOS 
2.1, MS DOS 3.0, etc.). 


If the description says MS DOS 2.0 is needed, then it 
will not run under MS DOS 1.1, but it will run under MS 
DOS 2.1, MS DOS 3.0, etc. 


In general, if the version of MS DOS is not specified in 
the description, any version will work. 


HP VECTRA NOTICE 


The HP VECTRA is touted to be the “most compatible” of 
the IBM “compatibles”. As far as we can tell, this is an 
accurate statement. If you have GWBASIC, you are all set 
to run all of DYNACOMP’s IBM software. 


MS DOS 3%” DISKS 


All of DYNACOMP’s IBM/ MS-DOS software is now 
available on both 3%” disks and 5%” diskettes. The 3%” 
MS DOS disk is treated as a special format, and there isa 
$5.00 charge per disk which is added to the total price of 
the software package. The 3%” disks are MS DOS 2.0 
(and higher) compatible. 


IMPORTANT NOTE 
FOR ATARI 800 XL OWNERS 


The Atari 800 XL js not completely compatible with the 
Atari 800. This means that some of DYNACOMP’s 
software may not run on the 800 XL without the Atari 
translator disk.

Be even more cautious than if 
you were buying a “previously owned” Porche 924S in - 
“excellent condition” from a used car salesman for $800 
at 2% interest with 96 months to pay. Make sure that 
if you find that you have been misinformed (a polite 
way of saying “lied to”) about compatibility of machine 
XYZ, you have a legal way (not just a vague promise) of 
returning-the machine or forcing the dealer to make the 
machine compatible. We are seeing many people being 
burned by even nationally known companies. The 
definition of compatability to a manufacturer or dealer 
falls far short of what you have in mind! 


TRS-80 MODEL Ill, 4, 4P FORMATS 
(Read this if you have a Model III, 4, or 4P) 


Here is the problem: Unlike 1BM, Radio Shack has not 
maintained direct upwards compatability between all of 
its various computer models. For example, none of 
DYNACOMP’s TRS-80 software will run on the Model fl 
or Model 16. 


As for the Models III, 4, and 4P, there is some measure 
of compatibility, but it is not complete. The difficulty to 
you, as a customer, is that DYNACOMP cannot maintain 
a complete inventory for each TRS-80 model. Therefore, 
when we state “TRS-80” (without a Model Ill or 4 
qualifier) we mean that the diskette sent to you will be 
in Model ! format unless you special order (see below) 
another format. If you have a Model II! or 4 (or 4P), here 
is what you need to do to use the standard DYNA- 
COMP diskette: 


Model III: You must format a blank system diskette and 
use the TRSDOS 1.3 CONVERT command to copy the 
DYNACOMP files from the Model | format diskette to 
your Model III format diskette.

As far as we can tell, you must boot 
your system with a TRSDOS 1.3 system diskette to do 
this, and use CONVERT (see paragraph above). 
TRSDOS 1.3 does not come with the Model 4, but can 
be easily obtained through your Radio Shack dealer. It is 
recommended that you obtain a TRSDOS 1.3 system 
diskette in any case to expand the selection of software 
available to you. : 


SPECIAL ORDER FORMATS 

If you do not want to do the CONVERT yourself, or do 
not want to obtain a TRSDOS 1.3 system disk to run 
your Model 4 in the Model IIl mode, DYNACOMP can 
specially prepare Model II! diskettes for you with a 
service charge of $5.00 per diskette. These diskettes 
will work on both Model It! and Model 4 machines.

This time, instead of our describing the product, we will 
let a reviewer do it (from InCider, September 1983, by 
Brian Murphy; reprinted with permission). We have 
included the entire review. 


Woody Allen once told a classic joke about speed 
reading: “| took a speed reading course. | read War and 
Peace in just two hours. It’s about Russia.” 


Of course the point of the joke is that anyone can read 
quickly, but reading quickly with comprehension is not 
easy. 


If the aesthetics of writing are a secondary consider- 
ation and if your studies or work require the absorption 
of large amounts of information, then speed reading is 
important. RAPID READER trains your eyes first to take 
in whole words at a rapid pace, then pairs of words, then 
phrases, short sentences, and finally long sentences. 
The trick to fast reading is to learn to take in more than 
just one word at a time as you read. RAPID READER 
allows you to approach these skills gradually. You learn 
to read word by word and then in clusters of words. 


A good first step with the RAPID READER program is to 
find out your reading speed. The Speed Test option 
found on the main program menu will allow you to 
select a speed from 50 to 1500 words per minute and a 
difficulty level from 1 to 4. Once you’ve made that 
selection, the program will flash a series of sentences on 
the video screen. After each sentence appears on the 
screen, it will reappear with a word missing, which you 
must supply. The computer will monitor your answers 
and evaluate your performance. 


This is not a real comprehension quiz; there are liniits to 
what a personal computer can do. It cannot judge an 
essay you write describing the content of the test 
sentences, but it can determine if you have retained 
what you've read. At the highest level of difficulty, you 
are shown two complex sentences. You then fill in a 
blank for one word (missing from one) of them. 


The next step is to build up your speed. !f you test out at 
400 wpm at the start, key in the Words option from the 
main menu and practice reading single words at 500 
wpm or faster. Once you are comfortable at a new 
speed, you move to the Word Pairs, Phrases, Short 
Sentences, and Long Sentence routines. By the time you 
are comfortable with Long Sentences you should be 
reading, with comprehension, at the speed you have 
selected. 


One of the many nice things about this software is the 
option to change the words used to make sentences. 
You can use this feature to add words from a foreign 
language—turning the program into a language tutorial 
as well as a reading program! A Spanish word list is 
included on the disk. 


This is one of the most accessible educational software 
packages available. The documentation amounts to one 
page, but even that much is unnecessary. The system is 
so logical and the program is so self-explanatory that its 
operation can be mastered in just a few minutes. 


As for RAPID READER’s adaptability to the classroom, 
there remains some doubt. This is not a self-checking, 
record-keeping, or grading program. Without some 
outside means of evaluating progress, the program can 
only be used as an aid for more motivated students. For 
students and professionals who really want to improve 
their reading speed, the RAPID READER is a most 
valuable aid.

Such equations are often encountered in science, eco- 
nomics, and industry.

HOW IT WORKS 


First you enter your data from keyboard or from a disk 
file, save it, add to it, edit it, delete it, etc. That sounds 
trivial, but it sure helps to have a convenient way to 
enter, save, and recall your data.

FILTER ANALYSIS calculates the effective attenuation of a 
electrical filter composed of passive elements. The effective 
attenuation is the ratio(in decibels) of the power delivered

response of the filter.

OPTICS ONE” is the first in a series of optical analysis 
packages which have been under development at DYNA- 
COMP for several years. These packages stress accuracy 
and the user interface, problems often encountered with 
optical analysis software for small computers. These 
features make OPTICS ONE™ applicable to classroom 
use as well as practical optical system design. OPTICS 
ONE” is particularly well suited to experimenters who do 
not know a lot about lens design, but want to test their 
ideas on the computer before spending time and money 
purchasing components and assembling designs on an 
optical bench.

DIGITAL IMAGE PROCESSING (DIP) is a must for any 
scientist, engineer, student, photographer, or experi- 
menter interested in the digital representation of images.

The fifth mode has several alternatives. You may filter in 
the X, Y, or X/Y directions using moving average filtering 
and combined thresholding and gradient enhancement 
(“unsharp masking” in photography).

LINEAR PROGRAMMER MINIMAX 
(CP/M, IBM, and TRS-80 only) 


LPM is a more powerful version of DYNACOMP’s 
LINEAR PROGRAMMER which can treat over- and 
under-constrained problems, maximize an objective 
function, and solve simultaneous linear equations. It 
uses the fast and efficient Khachian algorithm to obtain 
the solution (or nearest solution) to the matrix 
inequality:

Here the first three inequalities might describe manu- 
facturing constraints, while the fourth might describe 
the profit, B. What is B? In this case LPM will iteratively 
seek B and give B = 49, with X: = 0, X2 = 7. 


Finally, | by setting up the problem with AX < B and 
AX = B, the simultaneous linear equation AX = B can 
be analyzed. The advantage to using the Khachian 
algorithm here is that the solution is found by iteration, 
greatly reducing round-off error.

This program is available on disk for $29.95 
from DYNACOMP, 1427 Monroe Avenue., 
Rochester, NY 14618. It is an upgrade of their 
former Bridge 2.0. If you own the original, you 
may obtain the upgrade by sending them your 
original cassette or disk, together with $5 plus $2 
handling. They were VERY prompt. | received the 
disk in what seemed less time than was required 
for my order to reach NY. | also sent off two pages 
of questions, and they were also very.prompt with 
responses to the questions. Most of my problems 
with the program was due to my lack of under- 
standing about Duplicate Bridge. I’ve never 
played Duplicate. The documentation tells you 
the program generates hands numbered from ‘0- 
999”. A numbered hand produces the same card 
distribution each time you select it. You may play 
the same hand as many times as desired. You 
may also switch positions in the same hand, and 
see how you may do on the other side. The 
documentation also tells you the ‘0’ hand produces 
a random hand each time you select 0. | didn’t 
find that to be true, and asked Dynacomp where 


DUPLICATE BRIDGE MANAGER 
(CP/M and !BM only) 


The duplicate bridge player is often faced with the 
choice of going home and wondering who won, or 
‘following the strenuous session of bridge with a lengthy 
period of scoring, adding, checking, and looking for the 
reasons that the totals don’t balance. 


This collection of programs has been designed to assist 
in the organization and to facilitate scoring of a session 
of duplicate bridge. 


To start, parameters are entered to define the game. 
Specifically, Howell or Mitchell movement, the 
number of tables, number of boards, number of rounds 
.to be played, and whether there will be a half table. 


Following these entries, the screen will show the starting 
table, pair and board configurations, and give move- 
ment directions. A printed copy may be obtained if a 
printer is available. 


You enter the results of each round of play while the 
next round is in progress. Otherwise, all scores can be 
entered in one batch after play is completed. For this 
mode, a quick-entry option is available. Each board is 
handled as a batch of input. NS pair numbers are called 
up in turn, their opponent pair number presented, and 
entry of only NS score (+ or —) is needed for each play. 
Thus, the operator need only key in the scores reading 
from top to bottom of a conventional traveling board 
score sheet. 


The program provides error recovery steps to avoid loss 
of data already entered and provides prompts which 
make it unnecessary for the operator to remember 
which results have been entered. 


The program will summarize each board after all plays 
are entered, and likewise will tally the overall results 
after the jast board’s results are recorded. 


The game may be terminated, and a tally initiated prior 
to the planned end of play should an emergency or 
unscheduled departure of one of the participants occur. 


Factoring for varying numbers of boards played can be 
accomplished after the plays are all tallied. 
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the random hand couid be found. Their response 
showed me the hands were actually numbered 
from 0.00 to 999.99. That’s 100,000 hands, 
instead of 1000. Who needs another random — 
hand generator? | hope | live long enough to play 
100,000 hands (not likely!). The program keeps 
score and saves it to a disk file so you can come 
back to it any time. The menu lets you display the 
last hand played. So if you’re playing the numbered 
hands sequentially, it’s easy to pick up where you 
left off. There are no graphics - it’s all text. With all 
the scoring and reading and writing to disk it 
seems slower than the 2.0 version it replaces. It 
has added some functions not covered by the 
2.0. They've added pre-emptive openings, 
Blackwood and Stayman conventions. The pro- 
gram will also recognize demand bids and jump- 
shift responses. These are all nice improvements. 
Dynacomp says “sometimes it makes dumb 
plays!” | can second that! It makes them by your 
partner, as well as by your opponents, so maybe it 
evens out. Little things like trumping one’s own 
high card, setting up an opponent's loser. The 
program makes you look like a very good Bridge 
player - you can win a lot. It’s good practice for 
someone wanting to learn to play. | think ’'ma 
pretty good player, and I’m having fun with it.

Our guess is that there will eventually be a law requiring 
manufacturers of IBM “compatible” computers to 
specify how incompatible their computers really are. 
Maybe a legal case will extend “truth in advertising’ to 
computers. (Actually, Commodore has been bitten hard 
by this one!) For example, so called IBM “compatible” 
computers with 3%” disk drives sifnply will not accept 
5%" disks! Also, stating that a computer is 95% 
compatible is frightening; does that mean that 5% of 
each program won't work? 


We had an experience with a local dealer which 
perhaps reflects what many shoppers face today. The 
dealer first claimed that his machine was 100% IBM 
compatible. After some grilling he conceded that some 
software wouldn't run (he didn’t know why) and some 
plug-in boards were not compatible (“You see, IBM 
made a mistake in the cables for their disk drives. We 
did it the correct way,” he said.) If we hadn’t known to 
ask specific questions about compatibility, we wouldn’t 
have found out about the exceptions. Good grief! 


What is this discussion leading up to? Simply the 
following: When you call DYNACOMP to place an 
order and you are told that the IBM software you want 
will not work on your “compatible”, please believe us! If 
you are told that you may need special “ASCII” 
versions, again, please believe us. Every day we 
encounter people who have discovered problems with

or owners of small businesses who 

would like to do bookkeeping on their 
microcomputers, there has traditionally 
been only one option—buying a large 
general-ledger program. But, for the small 
business, this option can be expensive. 
The large general-ledger programs often 
require a great deal of expensive hard- 
ware, particularly hard disks, which many 
small offices may not have. 

To the rescue comes a program called 

Mini-Ledger (Version | .8) from Paradigm 
Consultants, Inc., in Fremont, California. 
Mini-Ledger, as emphasized in the pro- 
gram manual, has no pretensions to being 
a full general-ledger program. It's de- 
signed to do two things: 
© Organize your records in a format that 
will expedite your accountant's job. 
@ Track your expenses and income on a 
continuing basis to enable you to make 
intelligent decisions about your busi- 
Mini-Ledger initially presents you with 
a menu of over 30 different monitors from 
which to choose. If yours appears on the 
menu, a single keystroke, in most cases, 
will set up the program for your computer. 
Printer setup is similar. 

Once the program has been set up, it is 
easy to use because it's straightforward 
and menu-oriented. The first step is to 
enter expenses and income. After each 
entry, the cursor moves automatically to 
the next position. Editing entries is accom- 
plished with either contro! characters or 
the arrow keys. 


. Chart of Accounts 


When you are finished with the dem- 
onstration files and ready to begin setting 
up-Pour chart of accounts, you may do so 
using a separate item on the program's 
main menu, or you can build the chart of 
accounts as you emer data. 

You are allowed a total combination of 


99 accounts and subaccounts. For exam-.

You will most likely want to create a 
basic chart of accounts ‘in consultation 
with your accountant. Once you've done 
so. adding such things as subcodes can 
quickly be done from the main input rou- 
tines. You are not obliged to exit to anoth- 
er routine to add one item, which is one of 
the most appealing aspects of this pro- 
gram. Typically, the most tedious task 
associated with computing is inputting 
data. Mini-Ledger’s input screen is so 
thoughtful that working with the program 
is a pleasure. The next step after indicating 
that you wish to enter expense and income 
information is to assign the first file name 
for the system. You are allowed a total of 
50 files in 1 year; for instance, you could 
create four files in the month of January, 
four in the month of February. and so on, 
with two left over. 

The next step is to key in the date, 
which is automatically formatted for you, 
and then indicate one of four transaction 
types by pressing D{eposit), P(ayment), 
Vioid), and C(redit), respectively. 


Checking Your Checks 

The cursor then automatically moves to 
the check number column. If you are 
working with sequentially numbered 
checks, and you press the Return key, the 
program will automatically increment the 
check number by one. If you enter a check 
number that is out of sequence with the 
one that immediately precedes it, the pro- 
gram will bring this to your attention but 
will not force you to back up—a clever 
device to keep you from losing track. 


The program calls for a description of . 


the transaction up to 20 characters long. 
followed by the subcode and a main code. 
When you enter the codes, the name of the 
account appears at the top of the screen as 
a verification of your entry. If you enter a 
code—subcode combination that is not on 
the chart of accounts. the program will ask 
if you want to use the code anyway. If you 
do. it then asks you if you wish to place it 
in the chart of accounts. Normally. you 
will answer yes, in which case the pro- 
gram asks you for a 35-character descrip- 
tion of the item for the chart. Once you've 
taken care of this housekeeping. you make 
your final entry. a dollar figure. Inciden- 
tally, pressing the Tab key will duplicate 
items entered on the line immediately 
above. which saves typing of repeated 
entries. 


At any time you can move the cursor up at you. 


and down on the screen. The screen will 
automatically reformat itself for you. You 
can backtrack and insert an entry that you 
might have overlooked. while the program 
continuously updates your running bal- 
ance. shown on the right edge of the 
screen. : 


Output 

Mini-Ledeer provides data for both the 
business executive and the accountant.

This permits a user to read 
the files and lift out information for letters 
or financial reports he is composing. 

In addition, the program will furnish an 
alphabetized or numerically sorted chart of 
accounts and will accumulate the totals for 
the chart of accounts for any period of time 
you specify. In other words, you can print 


for the accountant, who may be using his 
own computer at this point and may need 
some control figures in order to make 
Mini-Ledger also generates a yeat-to- 
date report in matrix form of all codes and 
provides the dollar figures associated with 
them.

SURGE PROTECTOR OUTLET STRIP 


This is one of those items you regret not having after a 
spike has glitched your computer. 


We picked this particular outlet strip because of some 
interesting features. First, it has six outlets, each surge 
protected. Four of the six are switched; the other two 
are not. For example, the computer, printer, etc., could 
be plugged into the switched outlets, and your clock 
and desk lamp could be plugged into the unswitched 
outlets. You could then flip the computer system off 
without turning off the clock and desk lamp. 


The switch is an illuminated rocker type, and the outlet 
strip contains a plug replaceable fuse (standard auto- 
mobile type; 10 amps). 


Both the neutral and “hot” lines have varistors to 
ground. These varistors are meant to catch spikes which 
exceed 225 VDC. They will divert 50 amps at 440 volts 
for 20 milliseconds or 2500 amps for 20 microseconds. 
The two types of failures which surge-protector strips 
do not guard against are long-term voltage level changes 
(over voltage and drops; autotransformers are needed 
for these) and power failures.

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DYNACOMP’s WARRANTY 


MAGNETICALLY DEFECTIVE MERCHANDISE 

If, within 30 days of your purchase, you find the DYNACOMP cassette/diskette/disk to be 
mechanically or magnetically defective, you may return the original cassette/diskette/disk 
to your dealer (if you purchased there) or directly to DYNACOMP forreplacement. If the fault 
is due to an original defect in materials or workmanship, DYNACOMP will replace the 
cassette/diskette/disk free of charge, postpaid. 


If, within one year of purchase, you have in any way magnetically damaged the cassette/ 
diskette/disk, DYNACOMP will replace it for a recopying charge of $5.00 plus $4.50 for 
shipping. If you have physically damaged it, or if it is damaged because of inadequate 
packing for return shipment, there will be an additional charge for replacing the media. 
Please see the instructions below regarding what and how to ship to DYNACOMP. 


UNSUITABLE MERCHANDISE 

The vast majority of software companies do not warrant the suitability of their software. We 
are different. DYNACOMP has gone to great lengths to describe its products in the 
DYNACOMP catalog accurately and in sufficient detail to ensure that the customer knows 
what he or she is purchasing. However, if you purchase a DYNACOMP product and have a 
problem or are dissatisfied with it, here is what you should do: 


@ Contact DYNACOMP. You may do this by writing to DYNACOMP directly or by calling 
one of the technical service lines: (716) 671-6160 or (716) 671-6167. Problems get 
first priority in the technical support group and they will do whatever they can to help 
you. Usually the problem turns out to be a bad cassette/diskette/disk, or a misunder- 
standing with respect to the documentation, and is easily remedied. 
lf a refund is in order, you will be sent a Copyright Infringement Agreement which is to 


be signed and included with the returned merchandise (see the shipping instructions 
below). This agreement simply ensures that you have not retained any copies of the 


software, and have not permitted others to obtain copies from yours. 


When DYNACOMP receives the returned merchandise accompanied by the signed 
agreement, you will be issued a refund for the purchase price of the material minus a 
25% restocking fee. 


Merchandise (including supplies, books, and hardware) may not be returned more than 
30 days after the original purchase date (most companies will not accept any returns 
other than magnetically defective merchandise replacement). 


VARIATIONS ON THE REFUND THEME 

1. If, instead of a refund, you wish to exchange for another product of equal or greater 
price, you must still sign and return the Copyright Infringement Agreement with the 
returned merchandise. However, in this case there is no restocking fee, and the 
charge is only for the difference in purchase prices, plus $4.50 for shipping and 
handling 

2. If you received a quantity discount for purchasing three or more programs and your 
return affects this discount, it will be factored into your refund. 

3. If you purchased from a dealer and wish a refund, you must make arrangements with 
that dealer according to his policy. 


SHIPPING INSTRUCTIONS FOR RETURNS 

1. Replacement of a defective cassette/diskette/disk: Return only the defective item, 
not the documentation. Include a copy of your sales receipt and a note stating the 
problem clearly and specifically. Carefully pack it (preferably using the protective 
packing in which it was originally delivered). DO NOT FOLD, DO NOT BEND, FRAGILE, 
etc., markings do not appear to ensure careful handling. Ask yourself: Would this 
package survive a 3,000 mile trip in your car trunk in a bag full of groceries? 
Return of merchandise for arefund: Pack as indicated above and include a copy of your 
sales receipt, a note describing the problem, and a signed copy of the Copyright
